RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Storm  conditions  again  prevailed  over 
most  of  the  central  States.     Livestock  market- 
ings continued  relatively  small  and  •were  below 
a  year  ago  although  receipts  increased  some- 
what from  the  previous  week.     Choice  and  Prime 
slaughter  steers  closed  strong  to  500  higher 
at  most  midwest  terminals  and  500  to  mostly 
$1.00  higher  at  Chicago.         Standard  and  Good 
steers  sold  steady  to  500  lower  for  the  most 
part.     The  general  trend  on  fed  heifers  was 
steady  to  500  higher.     Barrows  and  gilts  closed 
largely  50-750  higher.     Prices  on  slaughter 
lambs  were  steady  to  $1.00  higher,   large  share 
500  up. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Although 
spring  was  officially  only  10  days  away,  much 
of  the  nation  remained  buried  tinder  deep  snow 
in  the  second  week  of  March.     Thus,   as  severe 
winter  storms  continued,  weather  was  again  the 
dominant  factor  in  the  movement  of  livestock 
and  price  trends.     The  12  market  cattle  receipts 
increased  for  the  second  straight  week  but  the 
increase  was  slight  and  supplies  were  again 
relatively  small  in  view  of  record  numbers  on 
feed  and  the  fact  that  U.   S.  cattle  numbers 
stand  at  an  all  time  high.     Slaughter  steers 
and  heifers  predominated  at  midwest  markets  and 
the  bulk  graded  Good  and  Choice.     Eight  percent 
of  the  Chicago  steer  supply  graded  Prime,  small- 
est this  year  but  still  a  third  greater  than 
the  same  week  in  1959.     At  most  markets,   cows 
were  very  scarce.     Cattle  prices  were  generally 
higher  Monday  on  the  smallest  receipts  for  the 
day  in  nearly  a  year,  but  initial  upturns  on 
steers  and  heifers  were  generally  shaded  later 
or  turned  into  moderate  declines  particularly 
on  kinds  grading  Standard  and  Good.     At  most 
points  Choice  and  Prime  steers  closed  strong 
to  500  higher,  other  grades  steady  to  500  low- 
er.   At  Chicago,  high-Choice  and  Prime  steers 
advanced  500  to  mostly  $1.00  while  at  So.  St. 
Paul  Choice  steers  and  heifers  declined  500 
with  Standard  and  Good  5O0-$1.OO  lower.     At 
most  markets,  however,  heifers  sold  steady  to 
500  higher.     Cows  closed  strong  to  $1.50  high- 
er,  largely  5O0-$1.OO;  bulls  5O0-$1.OO  higher. 
Vealers  sold  steady  at  St.  Louis  National  Stock 
Yards  but  $1.00-2.00  higher  at  So.  St.  Paul. 

The  average  price  of  steers  in  Chicago 
at  $27.36  stood  $2.23  above  the  final  week  in 
1959  and  was  the  highest  since  September  last 
year  and  the  average  price  of  Prime  steers  at 
$31.03  highest  since  last  June.     Most  high- 
Choice  and  Prime  1100-1425#  steers  in  Chicago 
$30.00-52.00,  3  loads  Prljne  $32.25-32.50,  while 
Choice  steers  bulked  at  $27.00-29.50  and  Good 
at  $24.50-26.50.     Elsewhere  high-Choice  and  mix- 
ed Choice  and  Prime  1050-1450#  slaughter  steers 
cashed  at  $28.00-29.00,  load  Choice  1137#  $29.50 
at  So.  St.  Paul  and  load  Prime  1340#  $30.00 


at  Sioux  City.     Bulk  Choice  steers  $26.75- 
28.00;  Good  and  low-Choice  $23.50-26.75; 
Standard  and  low-Good  $19.50-24.50.     High- 
Choice  and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  883-1100# 
fed  heifers  at  Chicago  $28.00-29.00;  Choice 
$26.50-28.25;  Good  and  low--Choice  $23.00- 
26.25.     At  other  midwest  terminals,  average 
to  high-Choice  heifers  realized  $26.50-27.50, 
few  high-Choice  and  Prime  $27.75-28.00  at 
Omaha;  most  Choice  $25.00-27.00;  Good  and 
low-Choice  $22.50-26.00. 

ST0CKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Even  though  the  prolonged  cold  and  snowy 
weather  hampered  the  movement  of  livestock 
and  created  more  than  the  normal  amount  of 
late  winter  problems  in  handling  and  care, 
outlet  proved  more  than  adequate  to  absorb 
the  moderate  numbers  of  stockers  and  feeders 
at  terminal  markets.     Prices  were  generally 
steady  to  500  higher  with  the  least  advance 
on  feeder  steers  weighing  above  1000#.     Feed- 
er buyers  the  past  several  weeks  have  shown 
an  increasing  inclination  to  compete  with 
slaughterers  for  partly  fattened  steers  and 
their  purchases  this  week  included  moderate 
numbers  weighing  950-105O#  already  carrying 
sufficient  finish  to  grade  high-Good  in  the 
beef. 

Majority  Good  and  Choice  800-1050# 
feeders  sold  from  $24.00-26.50,  few  825#  to 
$27.00;  Medium  and  low-Good  feeders  $21.00- 
23.50.     Good  and  Choice  yearling  stock  steers 
sold  from  $24.50-30.00,  the  majority  $26.00- 
28.50.     Several  loads  Choice  600-660#  were 
included  at  $30.00  and  556#  short  yearlings 
reached  $32.00.     Medium  and  low-Good  stockers 
realized  $21.00-26.00.     Good  and  Choice  year- 
ling heifers  brought  $22.50-28.00  but  heif- 
ers 675#  up  seldom  exceeded  $25.00.     Good 
and  Choice  stock  steer  calves  sold  from  $26.00- 
32.00,  few  around  300#  up  to  $35.00.     Good 
and  Choice  heifer  calves  bulked  at  $24.00- 
28.50.     Medium  and  Good  stock  cows  sold  from 
$16.00-19.00,  load  Good  2-3  year  old  cows  and 
heifers  $20.75. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Late  winter 
storm  conditions  continued  to  plague  much  of 
the  midwest  hog  marketing  area  but  even  so, 
receipts  at  the  12  markets  were  nearly  5 
percent  above  the  previous  week0     Supplies, 
however,  were  about  10  percent  under  a  year 
ago.     The  inclement  weather  not  only  disrupted 
marketing  plans  but  also  was  a  factor  in  the 
departure  from  normal  day  to  day  distribution. 
Many  centers  received  liberal  receipts  on 
Friday  after  weather  conditions  had  alleviated 
sufficiently  to  permit  opening  of  rural  roads 
and  feedlots.     The  consist  of  the  offerings 
was  much  the  same  as  in  recent  weeks  with 
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mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3  190-250#  barrows  and  gilts 
predominating,  however,  there  were  moderate 
numbers  of  250-300#  butchers  at  the  western 
Corn  Belt  markets.     Prices  advanced  under  the 
influence  of  moderate  receipts  and  higher  dress- 
ed pork  prices,   however,  part  of  the  early  up- 
turns were    erased  Friday  when  receipts  were 
liberal.     Compared  with  the  previous  week's 
close,  butchers  and  sows  at  most  centers  sold 
25$-$1.00  higher,  largely    50-750  up  except 
at  Indianapolis  where  late  sales  were  25$  lower 
for  the  period. 

At  the  close,  mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3,   190- 
270#  barrows  and  gilts  brought  $15.00-16.25, 
largely  $15.50-16.00.     Selected  lots  of  No.  1 
and  No.  1-2,  largely  sorted  for  weight  and  grade 
and  weighing  190-230#  brought  $15.50-16.50. 

Feeder  pig  prices  advanced  50$  at  Sioux 
City  and  mostly  $1.00  at  So.  St.  Paul.     Mostly 
Good  130-160#  at  So.  St.  Paul  brought  $13.50- 
14.50,  Medium  and  Good  130-160#  at  Sioux  City 
$12.50-13.50. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  Substantial  price  upturns  through  Thurs- 
day were  somewhat  reduced  by  downturns  on  Fri- 
day.    However,  on  a  Friday  to  Friday  comparison 
for  the  week,  butchers  were  50-75$,  mostly 
60-75$  higher  and  sows  were  mostly  90$  high- 
er.    Approximately  85  percent  of  the  butcher 
supply  was  mixed  No.  1-3  weighing  190-24C#. 
On  late  rounds  U.  S.  No.  1-3  190-240#  barrows 
and  gilts  sold  at  $14.80-15.75  and  a  small 
supply  mainly  200-230#  No.  1  and  2  selected 
lots  brought  $15.75-16.15. 

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  The  12  market  receipts 
were  3  percent  over  a  week  earlier  but  9  per- 
cent less  than  a  year  ago.     Higher  wholesale 
dressed  lamb  prices  stimulated  demand  for  the 
moderate  receipts  and  slaughter  lambs  sold 
strong  to  $1.00  higher,  bulk  50$  up.     Slaugh- 
ter ewes  were  steady  to  strong  instances  50$ 
higher.     Feeder  lambs  were  strong  to  50$  higher. 

At  the  close,  Choice  and  Prime  90-117# 
wooled  slaughter  lambs  sold  from  $22.00-23.00, 
instances  to  $23.50.     Choice  and  Prime  115-125# 
$21.00-22.50.     Mostly  Choice  90-116#  wooled

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  HEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Weather  played  an  im- 
portant role  in  the  meat  trade  at  eastern  con- 
suming centers  for  the  second  consecutive  week. 
Hazardous  residential  streets  from  the  previous 
weekte  storm  tended  to  curtail  retail  movement 
early  in  the  week  and  some  areas  received 
more  snow     during  the  week  in  review  which 
also  tended  to  retard  movement.    This  affected 
the  wholesale  trading  somewhat,  however,   clear- 
ance at  wholesale  levels  was  fairly  good  as 
receipts  were  generally  moderate. 

Pork  moved  best,  and  at  New  York  a  small 
volume  of  loins  was  marketed  from  freezer  stocks. 
Demand  for  lamb  centered  mainly  on  35-50#  car- 
casses with  some  60-65#  carcasses  and  hindsad- 
dles  from  these  weight  carcasses  carried  over 
at  New  York.     Outlet  for  veal  and  calf  narrowed 
somewhat  and  was  only  fair  but  generally  suffi- 
cient to  clear  slightly  reduced  receipts.     Trad- 
ing was  moderately  active  on  beef.     Prices 
generally  followed  a  steady  to  higher  trend  with 
downturns  confined  to  veal  and  calf  at  New  York. 

Compared  with  the  previous  week:     Steer 
beef  fully  steady  to  $1.00  higher  at  Baltimore 
and  Washington  and  steady  to  50*  higher  at  Phila- 
delphia.    Prime  steer  beef  closed  steady  to 
strong  at  New  York,  Choice  steady  to  weak  and 
Good  steady.     Cow  beef  steady  to  weak  at  New 
York  and  steady  to  $2.00  higher  at  other  mar- 
kets.    Veal  and  calf  prices  were  mostly  un- 
changed except  at  New  York  where  sales  on  veal 
were  mainly  steady  to  $1.00  lower,  and  calf 
steady  to  mostly  $1.00  lower.     Lamb  prices 
steady  to  $3.00  higher,  bulk  $1.00-3.00  up. 
Pork  loins  advanced  $3.00-6.50,  with  the  full 
upturn  late  at  New  York.     Other  pork  cuts  sold 
steady  to  $2.00  higher,  with  Boston  butts  and 
fresh  skinned  hams  showing  the  advance.     Kosher 
dressed  steer  beef  farequarters  sold  $1.00 
higher,  veal  foresaddles  steady  to  $4.00  higher, 
and  kosher  lamb  foresaddles  advanced  $1.00-2.00. 

CHICAGO  -  Trading  on  steer  and  heifer 
beef  was  moderately  active.     Fair  demand  pre- 
vailed for  beef  rounds,  ribs  and  loins,  but  de- 
mand was  poor  for  arm  and  squarecut  chucks  until 
late  Wednesday  when  most  interests  entered  the 
trade.     All  grades  of  beef  ribs  and  loins  sold 
higher  with  Prime  showing  most  advance.     Small 
receipts  of  cow  beef  sold  higher,  while  veal 
prices  went  unchanged  in  a  dull  trade.     Upturns 
on  lamb  sent  prices  to  the  highest  level  since 
late  September  1959,  this  the  fifth  straight 


week  in  which  advances  have  been  recorded. 
Lamb  stews,     shoulders,  ribs  and  loins  had  ade- 
quate outlets  while  hindsaddles  and  legs  were 
very  slow  and  accumulations  were  noted.     Demand 
was  good  for  fresh  pork.     Veal  in  rather  small 
supply,   other  fresh  meat  offerings  moderate  with 
Good  to  average -Choice  grades  comprising  the 
bulk  in  the  beef  division.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Trading  in  the  Boston  wool  market 
continued  slow  with  prices  about  steady. 
Demand  continued  good  for  graded  quarter- 
blood  fleece  wools  but  little  was  offered. 
Trading  of  scoured  wools  and  noils  for  the 
woolen  trade  was  slow  but  prices  were 
unchanged.  Activity  in  the  fleece  wool 
States  was  dull  due  to  another  heavy  snow- 
fall at  midweek  while  a  little  wool  sold 
in  the  Belle  Fourche  area  of  South  Dakota. 
Some  8  and  12  months  fall  wool  sold  in 
Texas.  Shearing  was  under  way  around 
Bakersfield,  California. 

Cabled  reports  at  midweek  showed 
price  trends  at  Australian  markets  firm 
with  Japan  and  the  Continent  the  principal 
operators  and  good  general  competition. 
There  was  limited  competition  with  Conti- 
nental buyers  dominating  at  the  Launceston, 
Tasmania  sale.  At  the  Dunedin,  New  Zealand 
sale  March  4,  Eastern  Europe  and  Continental 
buyers  were  active  with  Bradford  buying 
fine  medium  and  coarse  cross-bred  wools, 
while  at  Timaru  on  March  8  trading  was  ac- 
tive with  Eastern  Europe  and  the  Continent 
dominating.  Large  French  houses  were  the 
chief  operators  in  the  South  African  sales 
with  the  United  States  and  the  Continent 
competing  and  with  general  competition. 
The  South  American  markets  were  generally 
quiet  with  United  States  buyers  operating 
in  coarse  Argentine  wools. 

Fleece  'Wools  -  Country  buyers  were 
paying  around  500  grease  basis  to  the 
grower  for  medium  fleece  wools  in  Ohio, 
while  47-500  in  the  grease  was  paidV  for 
medium  grades  in  Indiana  and  450  was  paid 
for  heavy  shrinking  medium  wools. 

Territory  Wools  -  Original  bag  bulk 
fine  and  half-blood  1959  clips  sold  around 
Casper,  doming  from  39-420  grease  basis 
to  the  grower  while  other  bulk  fine  and 
half-blood  clips  brought  up  to  440  in  the 
grease.  Original  bag  bulk  fine  wool  sold 
in  Arizona  from  40-450  in  the  grease, 
while  mixed  lambs  wool  brought  43-450  in 
the  grease  in  Colorado.  Shearing  around 
the  Roswell,  New  Mexico  area  was  delayed 
due  to  stormy  weather. 

Texas  Wools  -  With  weather  clearing 
and  temperature  rising  in  Texas,  shearing 
resumed  and  good  12  months  wool  in  original 
bag  sold  at  an  estimated  clean  cost  of 
$1.20  delivered  Boston.  Fall  wool  brought 
around  38-400  grease  basis  in  Del  Rio  and 
was  estimated  to  cost  about  900  clean  basis 
delivered,  while  8  months  wool  in  San  Angelo 
from  41^-46^0  in  the  grease  was  estimated  to 
cost  clean  around  $1.00  delivered  Boston. 


Mohair  -  Trading  very  slow,  few 
sales  steady  at  $1.0l|-  for  adult  and 
$1.3l|  for  kid  hair  to  the  warehouse. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Quotations  at 
week's  end  from  foreign  wool  markets 
follow.

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EARLY  LAMB  CROP  1960 

The  number  of  early  lambs  in  the  principal  early  lamb  producing  States  is  about  2  percent 
above  a  year  earlier  based  on  reports  about  March  1,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  The 
number  of  breeding  ewes  in  these  States  on  January  1,  1960  was  5  percent  more  than  a  year  earli- 
er, but  the  proportion  of  ewes  lambing  early  is  below  a  year  ago.  The  number  of  breeding  ewes 
on  farms  and  ranches  January  1  was  above  the  previous  year  in  7  of  the  10  States.  Declines  were 
shown  in  Missouri,  Kentucky,  and  Tennessee.  The  10  important  early  lamb  States  are  Missouri, 
Virginia,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Idaho, Arizona,  Washington,  Oregon,  California,  and  Texas. 

In  general,  the  growth  and  development  of  early  lambs  has  been  slower  than  normal.  Feed 
grain  and  hay  supplies  have  been  generally  adequate  in  the  early  lamb  States. 

Weather  was  generally  favorable  in  January,  but  weather  during  the  latter  part  of  February 
was  unfavorable,  particularly  in  Missouri,  Kentucky,  Virginia,  and  Tennessee  due  to  heavy  snows 
and  severe  winter  storms. 

Considerable  supplemental  feeding  has  been  necessary  in  most  of  the  early  lamb  States. 

Texas:  Present  indications  point  to  a  larger  early  lamb  crop  due  to  an  increase  of  9  per- 
cent in  ewes  as  of  January  1.  The  percent  of  total  ewes  lambing  prior  to  March  1  was  about  the 
same  as  a  year  earlier.  Unusually  cold,  wet  weather  after  mid-February  has  slowed  development. 
Excellent  range  feed  is  in  prospect  since  moisture  is  plentiful.  Early  movement  of  lambs  is 
below  last  year.  Peak  marketings  are  expected  about  the  usual  time  in  early  May. 

California:  The  early  lamb  crop  in  California  is  expected  to  be  larger  than  a  year  earlier 
due  to  a  6  percent  larger  inventory  of  ewes  on  January  1.  Breeding  ewes  were  kept  in  good  con- 
dition by  supplemental  feeding.  The  lack  of  rainfall  until  late  January  delayed  green  pasture 
feed  and  early  lambs  have  not  grown  out  well.  Colder  than  normal  temperatures,  particularly  in 
the  Sacramento  Valley  and  the  North  Coastal  areas  have  been  unfavorable  for  development  of  early 
lambs.  Rains  during  February  have  provided  some  new  feed,  but  supplemental  feeding  is  still 
required. 

Arizona:  The  early  lamb  crop  started  under  favorable  conditions,  although  the  season  has 
been  wetter  than  usual .  Fall  lambs  have  made-  good  growth  and  marketings  are  expected  to  start 
by  mid-March. 

Northwestern  States:  The  early  lamb  crop  in  the  three  important  Northwestern  States  is  ex- 
pected  to  be  above  last  year.  On  January  1,  ewes  were  2  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  the 
percent  of  ewes  lambing  early  was  above  last  year.  The  fall  and  early  winter  weather  was  favor- 
able for  lambing.  Death  losses  have  not  been  heavy.  Idaho:  The  early  lamb  crop  is  making  good 
progress.  Ewes  went  into  the  winter  in  good  condition!  TKe  winter  was  cold,  but  otherwise  ex- 
cellent for  lambing.  Feed  supplies  are  ample,  although  the  winter  feeding  period  has  been 
longer  than  usual  due  to  cold  weather.  Washington:  The  winter  was  generally  mild  and  open,  and 
weather  conditions  for  early  lambing  were  mostly  favorable.  Precipitation  east  of  the  Cascades 
was  below  normal,  contributing  to  a  low  death  loss.  Supplemental  feeding  was  necessary,  but 
hay  and  feed  supplies  were  adequate.  Lambing  was  earlier  than  usual.  Oregon:  Heavy  snow  east 
of  the  Cascades  hampered  grazing  conditions  during  February.  In  the  Willamette  Valley  con- 
ditions were  fair,  with  some  grazing  available.  Despite  snow  and  rain,  early  lambs  made  good 
growth  and  death  loss  was  below  normal. 

Southeastern  States:  The  early  lamb  crop  will  be  below  last  year  in  the  three  Southeastern 
States"!  Ewe  numbers  on  January  1  were  below  the  previous  year  in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  but 
were  up  in  Virginia.  The  lambing  percentage  was  below  a  year  earlier  in  all  three  States.  The 
number  of  ewes  lambing  early  is  also  below  last  year.  In  Kentucky  the  early  winter  weather  was 
mild  with  very  little  cold  weather  until  February.  Sheep  were  on  permanent  pasture  and  small 
grain  pasture  through  most  of  January.  Tennessee,  however,  had  little  winter  pasture  available 
due  to  wet  fields,  snow  cover,  and  limited  plant  growth.  Growers  have  ample  supplies  of  hay  and 
grain.  Marketings  are  expected  to  be  later  than  a  year  ago.  In  Virginia  the  season  through  the 
middle  of  February  was  favorable  for  growth  and  development  of  the  early  crop.  Winter  pastures 
were  above  normal.  Lambing  was  later  than  usual. 

In  Missouri  the  early  lamb  crop  is  expected  to  be  larger  than  last  year.  The  number  of 
ewes  on  January  "l  was  below  a  year  earlier,  but  this  was  more  than  offset  by  a  larger  number  of 
ewes  lambing  early.  Weather  during  February  was  wet,  cold,  and  snowy.  Feed  requirements  have 
been  high,  but  there  is  an  ample  supply  of  grain  and  roughage.
